Lee Caron's story had hardly been told when 
it was hinted that Dr. Cronin was one of the 
spies. It was falsely asserted that he was on in- 
timate terms with Le Caron. It was falsely as- 
serted that Le Caron testified that Cronin was 
an eminent man in his profession. This false 
assertion was printed and commented on 
as showing that Le Caron felt kindly to 
Cronin. It was proof positive to the 
dupes of the inner circle that Cronin was 
surely a British spy. Le Caron testified dur- 
ing the first week of February. About the 
third week of that month it was alleged that 
Alexander Sullivan had received telegrams 
or letters from an English member of Parlia- 
ment setting at rest ali doubt as to the fact 
that Cronin was a spy. Some of the letters 
were for Patrick Egan, it was said. Those 
letters and telegrams were undoubtedly 
mythical. But myths as they were the ru- 
mor that the letters existed had its effect. 
Charges were preferred agaiust Dr. Cronin 
for giving secrets to the enemy, for sceking 
to obtain information prejudicial to the cause 
in order to sell it to England, and for general 
betrayal of the secrets of the order. 

In accordance with the rules of the order 
the charges should have been lodged with 
a member of the executive.

The procession began forming at 8:30 
o’clock in the morning atthe corner of Tay- 
lor street and Blue Island avenue under the 
direction of Chief Murshal Joseph Chale- 
foux, but was not ready to move until two 
hours later. The Church of Notre Dame, 
corner of vernon Park piace and Sibley 
street, was the first objective point in the 
line of march, and there high mass was cele- 
brated by Father Bergeron, and the Rev. 
Father Boucher preached a sermon, telling 
his hearers in an eloquent way to always be 
good Americans, but not to forget their old 
home and language. 
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FIRST SETTLERS IN CANADA, 


The n reformed after the services 
at the church and marched to the Exposition 
Building by way of Harrison, Halsted, Madi- 
son, Fifth avenue, Washington, Dear vorn, 
Monroe, and Michigan avenue, parading 
down the boulevard, and then returning and 
moving west on Adams street, past the Ex- 
position Building.

IT have had many years’ experience among 
gas and oil wells,“ continued Needham, 
and Inever saw such pure gas as that we have 
just discovered. Usually natural gas comes 
in a free state with water; but here we have 
pure gas with no signsof water. We did 
not look for water for thirty or forty feet 
yet, and we had only gone forty feet below 
the st *eet.”’ 

„Does this flow look as though it would 
last!“

Le Grand Smith, Secretary of the Storage 
Company, said that if the present volume of 
gas continued arrangements would be made 
to use it under the boilers. Several hours’ 
burning failed to diminish the force or quan- 
tity of the gas, and in the opinion of men 
who have had experience in such matters it 
is likely to last.

It was positive- 
ly stated tonight by friends of Joe Mackin 
that the Governor would not interfere in his 
case.

This effectually disposes of 
the claims of a number of members who had 
been strongly indorsed for appointment. T. 
E. Merritt of Marion County was the Gov- 
ernor’s choice for minority member had the 
Constitution permitted his appointment.

has long ago been mostly given out. One- 
fourth of the miuers in town do not know 
where their next meal is coming from. 

Shortly after the shutdown of the mines a 
relief committee was organized who sent 
sub-committees out in all directions with 
wagons through the country seeking aid. In 
this they were quite successful, the tarmers 
contributing liveraliy day after day and 
week after week. Besides the committee 
wagons private tamilies have scoured the 
country for anything eatable. A farmer liv- 
ing about seven miles nortn of town told 
your correspondent recently that as many as 
sven and eight parties and been at his farm 
begging in a single day, and that as high as 
twenty had been there in a week. 
No cases of actual starvation have been re- 
ported, but many come near to it. About 
two-thirds of the muners’ families have 
enough money to keep them in food all sum- 
mer, but the other third have littie or noth- 
ing. 8 

The coal company starts a pight shift 
working in the middle vein tonight. The 
mining there is done by machines and the 
men receive from $1.75 to $2.50 per day. In- 
cluding the day shift, about 125 men are em- 
ployed. A rumor is current to the effect that 
the company exvects soon to bring 800 ne- 
groes here to work at No. 2 shaft. 


POSSIBLE TROUBLE. 


The correspondent for THe TriIBnuNeE went 
to the office of the Spring Valley Coal Com- 
pany, but the rumor could not be either con- 
firmed or denied. There are grounds for 
placing some confidence in the report, and if 
the negroes do come there will be trouble 
and no doubt rioting, for the minersof La 
Salle, Peru, and Spring Valley do not allow 
a negro to come in their city limits. Troops 
or Deputy Sheriffs will have to be brought to 
protect the negroes. 

The situation between the coal company and 
the third vein miners has not changed since 
the shut-down two months ago. Though the 
company have made no proposition to the 
miners itis understood that they will insist 
vn Streator prices and Braidwood rules. On 
the other hand, the miners have passed a 
resolution declaring that they will not work 
for less than last year’s prices. The coal 
companies of this district claim that the coal 
companies of Southern IIlinois are under- 
selling them in the market, and that it is a 
question with them of cheaper coal or going 
out of business. The miners say they 
are willing to arbitrate the question, but we 
companies are not, giving as u reason that 
they have offered all they can give. 

The two months preceding the shut-down 
the Spring Vatiey Coal Company paid out an 
average of $31,500 per month over and above 
all store accounts, rents, or deductions of 
any sort, and as but few miners have paid 
their bills much of this must have been laid 
by. The miners’ families, however, are in 
actual want, and they must have food soon 
or starve. The leaders are now considering 
the advisability of calling a citizens’ meet- 
ing, for the purpose of asking aid from the 


‘County Board of Supervisors. Thus far 


they have contributed little. 
LOSING THEIR Hours. 

About three years ago the Spring Valley 
Coal Company induced 300 or 400 Italians and 
Belgians to come here and work in the mines. 
Many of these, and those already here, have 
built homes of their own and have partially 
paid for them. Now they are thrown out of 
employment, and the report is that the com- 
pany never intends to hire them again. Thus 
will the result of many years of toil be 
thrown away. Many of the men now 
idle would like tom go to work, 
but the fear of violence or being 
called blackleg keeps them at home. 
While it is true chat the operators of South- 
ern Lilinois pay less for mining than those of 
Northern Iilinois there does not seem to be 
any hope of immediately changing the situa- 
tion, for the operators threaten a still fur- 
ther reduction it the rate in this section is 
reduced. The miners feel thankful for the 
Chicago papers taking up their cause. 


THE SITUATION AT STREATOR, 


No Widespread Distress— Propositions Look- 
‘ing to a Settiement of the Strike. 

STREATOR, III., June 24.—|Special.|— Noth- 
ing like the destitution reported from Braid- 
wood, Coal City, and Spring Valley can be 
found in Streator, although there are a 
here thao at 
any of the points named. This may be due 
to the fact that the coal seam muned here is 
nearly twice as thick as it is at those places, 
and the miners therefore have earned better 
wages and were in better circumstances 
when the strike began. Streator has al- 
ways been noted for the superior class of men 
employed in its mines. A large proportion 
of them own their own homes, and they 
are sober, intelligent, and industrious be- 
yond tne average. There are individual 
cases of distress here, but the miners’ com- 
mittee refuses to admit that there is any 
widespread destitution such as prevails in 
the Braidwood and Spring Vualiey fields. 

An earnest effort is now being made to 
end the strike in Streator. A considerable 
number of miners have, already rebelled 
against the district union, and have signed 
the contracts for the ensuing year at the re- 
duced terms offered by the coal companies. 
The following has been issued by the Streator 
Improvement Association: 

The Streator Improvement Associa ion. through 
its Advisory Committee, extends an invitation to 
the miners and coal operators of Streator and 
vicinity to attend a public conference to be held 
at Plumb Opera-House Wednesday, June 26, at 
2:30 o'clock b. m. sharp. The object of this con- 
terence is to furnish opportunity for a full, fair, 
and free discussion of the differences between 
the said miners and operators with a view to ar 
riving at a better understanding of the questions 
of wates, trade, competition, transportation. and 
whatever else may be involved in this con- 
troversy, and, if possible, to thereby bring to an 
end the present disastrous suspension of work. 

The miners, through their Executive Com- 
mittee, have accepted the above invitation, 
and the operators, so far as heard from, 
have ali signified their willingness to at- 
tend. There is every probability that the 
strike in Streator will be brought to a con- 
clusion this week, which action would tend 
powerfully to influence a simitar decision all 
over the striking coal district. 


CHARITY TO THE RESCUE. 


The Situation at Braidwood Made Brighter 
by Outside Contributions. 

BRATDwoon, III.. June 24.—[Special. | The 
report that several children had died since 
Saturday night of starvauon is false, nor 1s 
it likely any will die from starvation as long 
as the generous public continues to contrib- 
ute flour and other provisions. The situation 
is bad enough without exaggerating it. There 
are perhaps a score of families destitute. 
Four thousand five hundred pounds of flour 
was received today from Hibbvard, Spencer, 


plenty of suffering, not only at Braidwood 
but ia all the districts where the miners are on 
a strike. But,“ Mr. Sweet ulleges, the 
fact is the miners are leaving these districts 
and going tothe central ana southern part of 
this State aud mining coal for less than we 
are offering our men. We do not claim that 
the 1eduction is necessary to meet the com- 
petition of Ohio and Pennsylvania, but we do 
claim that it is necessary for us to have a re- 
duction in the price of mining to meet the 
competition that we have from the central 
and southern part of this State, where they 
are mining coal by machinery and shipping 
it to our market in Chicago and the North- 
west at prices which we cannot meet and pay 
last year’s prices for mining.” 

Mr. Sweet further wished to state that his 
company hud paid its miners higher rates 
for mining than any company in this State. 
and that we have been repeatedly charged 
with being responsible for the high prices 
which have been paid for mining for the last 
ten years. Ihave never asked our miners 
for a reduction in the price of mining until I 
have been forced to do so by competition 
from mines in our own and adjoining States, 
and Ido not think we have a miner in our 
employ who will not bear me out in this asser 
tion. We are losing less money now with 
the mines remaining idle than we would lose 
if we were running and paying last year’s 
prices and selling tne coal at prices which 
are being made for us by our competitors. 
We are buying coal to sell to our trade at 
from 10to 15 cents, per ton less than we can 
mine, transport, and seli our coal in this 
market.“ * 

He claims that the fact that his company 
has paid better prices than any other has 
taken large numbers of miners to Braidwood. 
He denies that foreign labor has been im- 
ported at any time within the last twenty 
years, and also repudiates tbe story that the 
miners have been compelled to trade at the 
company store, or that on pay day store 
checks have been putin pay envelopes, thus 
compelling men to take checks whether they 
want them or not. Heclaims that about 35 
per cent of the wages of the miners has been 
“traded out” in advance at the company 
store, and that on pay-day the cash is turned 
over to them, after tnese checks which have 
been voluntarily called for are deducted. 
Mr. Sweet then entered into a lengthy de- 
tense of “‘ the truck store,“ and said that the 
miners were so well satisfied with the sys- 
tem that tbey would look upon it as almost a 
calamity if it was discontinued, for, said he: 
We sell for cash, aud consequently make 
no bad debts, and our miners get the benefit 


of all these advantages in the low prices at 


which we sell our goods.” 8 — 

Mr. Sweet also met the statements that the 
miners are compelled to load from 1,400 to 
1,500 pounds on a car., and that the track is 
left in a bad condition so that the coal will 
fall off, and that the company employs men 
to pick up this loose coal, thereby making a 
great profit on it, not having to pay for the 
mining of the same, by saying: the facts 
in regard to this matter are that every year 
when we have had a settlement with our 
miners we have conceded to them the right 
to employ men to pick up this coal and to 
make any disposition of it they see fit. We 
have no desire to make money out of our 
miners in any unfair dealipg of this kind.“ 

“It is also stated.“ said Mr. Sweet, that 
the company formerly weighed and paid the 
miner for the coal before it passed over the 
screen. This has not been the case since 
1868. At that time a price was agreed upon 
for mining screened coal and since that time 
the company has been weighing the coal 
after it bussed over the screen and selling 
the screenings at not to exceed 25 cents per 
ton, and it costs the company all it gets 
for these screenings to handle them.” 

The company represented by Mr. Sweet 
has bought lands in tne Bureau County coal 
field in the last year, but his explanation is 
as follows: We found that coal was being 
mined in the central and southern part of 
this State with mining machi and shipped 
into our market at prices soloW that we could 
not meet them and pay a living price in the 
braid wood tield, and as our Braidwood vein 
of coal was notin such shape that it could be 
mined with machines we were forced to go 
into the Bureau County district and open up 
mines wunere in a vein which could be worked 
by machinery. Our mine at Seatonville, 
Bureau County, is being operated entirely by 
coal mining machines, and we hope to be able 
to mine this coal at prices that will enable us 
to meet the competition from the Central 
and Southern part of the State.“ The com- 
pany had not bought land in the Braidwood 
district for several years, and from the pres- 
ent outlook was not likely to soon. 


HARVARD STUDENTS TURN ANARCHISTS. 


Dastardly but Vain Attempt to Blow Up 

the College Hospital with Dynamite. 

Boston, Mass., June 24.—[Special.|—Some 
of the Harvard students seem to have turned 
Anarchists, for a daring attempt was made 
yesterday to blow up the College Hospital 
with dynamite. This building is situated on 
Jarvis street overlooking Holmes field and 
within a few hundred feet of the old Hasty 
Pudding Club House. Ten dynamite cart 
ridges were set in a pasteboard frame and 
placed on the windowsill of a basement 
window. Separate fuses led from each 
cartridge to one common fuse which hada 
been trailed across Jarvis street evidently to 
Jarvis field. The large fuse burned up tothe 
point where the smaller ones joined. This 
common fuse had been fired, but on account 
of the dust and windings of the fuse it had 
failed to burn. A quantity of kerosene was 
strewn over and around the smaller fuses as 
if to make sure of the explosion when the 
spark should reach that point. The police, 
into whose hands the cartridges were given, 
experimented with them to see if they were 
genuine, touching one off in the middieo 
Jarvis field. It was found to bea powerful 
one, creating a loud explosion and tearing up 
the earth for some distance around. Each 
cartridge was about seven inches long and 
one and a half inches in diameter. The 
dynamite in any one of the cartridges was 
sufficient to wreck the hospital, and the 
whole of them were nearly sufficent to blow 
up the city of Cambridge. The hospital isa

JOHNSTOWN SWEPT BY FIRE, 


‘Twenty-five Houses Destroyed in the II- 


Fated City—A Ghastly Blast. : 

JounsTowN, Pa., June 24.—A fire broke ou 
shortly after noon todayin the First Ww 
and consumed all but three of the buildings 
in the district bounded by Market and Wal- 
nut streets and by Main street and the river. 
Twenty-five houses were destroyed, inelud- 
ing the large brick schoolhouse. Many of the 
buildimgs destroyed had been washed from 
their foundations, though many of them con- 
tained household goods which had been saved 
from the flood. But a small amount of these 
goods were saved. The fire is supposed to 
have originated from sparks fiying from 
the burning débris in the neighborhood. 
The Philadelphia fire companies here on 
duty fought the flames, which for a time got 
beyond their control and were only subdued 
by tearing down houses. The loss has not 
been fixed. ; 

The force of workmen employed in the 
ruins here was reduced nearly one-half to- 
day. The workingmen’s camps were reno- 
vated in accordance with the request of Sur- 
geon General Reed. This afternoon a charge 
of dynamite exploded near the end of the 
bridge, and pieces of human flesh flew in ail 
directions. The remnants gatnered indicated 
that at least six corpses had been blown up. 
Capt. D. H. Reed of Pittsburg arrived here 
yesterday, and, at the request of the citizens 
of Cambria Borough, will superintend the 
construction of 200 temporary houses. Col. 
Reed has asked the State Commission for 
$12,000 to cover the expense of building.

CAPT. DAWSON’S SLAYER ON TRIAL 


The Character of the Jury Gives but Slight 
Promise of a Conviction. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., June 24.—[Special.]— 
This day will pass into local history as the 
time of the most important criminal trial 
ever held inthis city. The presiding Judge, 
Gen. Joseph B. Kershaw, is an ex-Confeder. 
ate Brigadier and is regarded as one of the 
strongest men on the South Carolina 
bench. The trial is that of Dr. Me- 
Dow for the killing of Capt. Dawson. 
Solicitor Jerney has associated with him in 
the prosecution H. A. M. Smith, the personal 
friend of Capt. Dawson and the most rasping 
criminal lawyer in the State. Asher D. Cohn, 


1 McDow’s lawyer, is a Hebrew of fine legal 


ability. He has associated with him ex-Judge 
A. G. Magrath. 

It was generaily thought that the whole 
day would be consumed in selecting the jury 
and that one or more special panels would 
be required. The jury was selected and the 
case ready for trial within an hour. 
The jury is composed of seven colored men 
and five white men. This is not regarded as 
a jury for conviction. There has been a 
prejudice among the colored peopie for some 
time against Capt. Dawson on account of his 
aggressive political course. A short time 
before his death he wrote an editorial in 
which he held that there was a vast differ- 
ence in lynching a man for an assault 
when a white woman was concerned 
and when a colored woman was the victim. 
This caused great indignation among the 
colored people, who began to boycott Capt. 
Vawson’s newspaper. It is now thought 
that this feeling will assert itself and oper- 
ate against sccuring the conviction of Dr. 
McDow. The testimony brought out today 
did not make public any new lacts. It went 
over the story of Capt. Dawson’s visit to Dr. 
McDow’s office, but the story of how he act- 
ually came to his death was not reached. 


DETROIT’S BOODLE INVESTIGATION. 


Charges Against the Council Brought to 
the Attention of the Circuit Court. 

Detroit, Mich., June 24.—[Special. }—The 
four Judges of the Wayne Circuit Court sat 
today, Judge Gartner presiding, when Prose- 
cuting Attorney James V. D. Wiicox ap- 
peared and said that rumors of boodle and 
boodlerism, involving the muuicipal govern- 
ment, had been afloat for some days, culmi- 
nating in the affidavit of Contractor Malcolm. 
The Prosecuting Attorney read the affidavit, 


which sets forth that Contractor Malcolm 


was told by President J. Chris Jacob 
of the City Council that it was cus- 
tomary to receive 10 per cent of the amount 
of the contracts from paving contractors. The 
Prosecuting Attorney said that his applica- 
tion looked to some sort of investigation. 
He did not ask for a grand jury, but left the 
line of investigation in the hands of the Cir- 
cuit Judges. The Judges requested the 
Prosecuting Attorney to make au application 
in writing for a grand jury. Two of the 
Judges are Known to look askance upop al- 
lowing a jurv. Mr. Wilcox, when asked 
when he would be ready to make his written 
application, said it wouid take probably aday 
ortwo. The Western Paving and Supply 
Company of Chicago is represented here by 
President Perkins, Treasurer foster, and W.

WHICH STEAMER VICTORIA Is IT? 


Mysterious Wreckage at Nantucket Thought 
to Belong to a British Craft. 

Boston, Mass., June 24.—[Special.]—The 
mystery attending the wreckage which is 
coming ashore at Nantucket remains as deep 
as ever. Today more bilis of lading from 
the steamer Victoria were pitked up, and a 
band of fishermen found a trunk containing 
a woman’s clothes, a steamer chair, and 
other articles of domestic use. These were 
found on the south side of the island, and 
that there was an ocean wreck seems certain 
now. The question is, What steamer Victoria 
canitbe? The Victoria of the Anchor Line 
is safe at her docks in New York. There is 


a British steamship Victoria, last reported at 


Pernambuco, which port she left May 10 for 
Baltimore. There is also another steam- 
ship Victoria, a fruiter plying between Bos- 
ton and Baracoa, which left here Tuesday of 
last week on her usual trip. It would seem 
more likeiy mat the vessel was the British 
craft than that it was the fruiter.

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IN AID OF ANNEXATION. 


CONFERENCE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF PARTY ORGANIZATIONS. 


Grood Progress Made in Arranging the 
Preliminaries of the Election—All the 
Annexationists Confident and Leaving 
No Stone Unturned — Arguments, Ad- 
vanced by the Various Committees—A 
Timely Warning—An Enthusiastic Meet- 
ing at Park Manor. 

The annexation movement is progressing 
in a manner highly satisfactory to ite pro- 
moters. Arrangements are being perfected 
to bring out a full vote and guard against 


surprises that may be contemplated by the 
“antis.”” In Chicago the tickets to be 


handled by the Republican and Democratic 


representatives at the polls will be printed 
so that deception is impossible, and a large 
vote for annexation is looked for. . 

Jonn Gaynor, Chairman of the Democratic 
City Committee, says his colleagues are for 
annexation, and, as this simplifies matters 
materially, it is thought that all the central 
organizations of the great parties will com- 
bine. This seemed to be the belief preva- 
lent at a conference held yesterday after- 
noon at annexation headquarters in which 
delegations from the various towns partici- 
pated, together with the sub-committees 
of the Republican City and Democratic 
County and City Committees. Dr. Arnold, 
who presided, entertained no fears as to the 
outcome of the election in the suburban 
towns, but he was solicitous about the ma- 
chinery necessary to handle the tickets elec- 
tion day. It devolved upon Cnicago to bestir 
herself, and he wanted to hear from the 
members of the political committees present. 

To this Messrs. Strain and Mamer replied 
that they and the committees whom wiey 
represented stood ready to render any assist- 
ance within their power. ; 

Mr. Gaynor expressed like sentiments, and 
announced that he nad called a meeting of 
the Democratic City Committee for this even- 
ing, when he thought favorable action would 
be taken, He believed that any arrange- 
ments made by the conference would be sat- 
isfactory to his committee. 

Acting on this suggestion John P. Hopkins 
moved that the committees representing the 
Republican and Democratic parties organize 
by electing a Chairman and Secretary. This, 
however, Mr. Mamer deemed unnecessary, 
as the committees would work together. 
With this understanding it was decided to 
call the Republicau City Committee together 
again Thursday at 2 p. m. at annexation 
headquarters, Nos. 230 and 232 La Salle 
street. It will then be determined who are 
to take charge of the tickets in the several 
precincts, and those selected for this duty 
will report at annexation headquarters Fri- 
day afternoon. 


TWO ENTHUSIASTIC MEETINGS, 


Anpexationists Gather in Hyde Park and 
Lake View—Future Meetings. 
Luman Allen invited his frieuds and neigh- 

bors to his residence in Park Manor last night 

to hear the annexation question discussed. 

The house was illuminated and speeches 

were made from the piazza to the crowds 

gathered below on the green. Not only were 
residents of Park Manor present, but tnere 
was a large delegation from Grand Cross- 


ing. 

Tne Rev. J. M. Caldwell, pastor of the 
Oakland Methodist Church, made a strong 
address. He told the people that the only 
way to secure the prohibition districts 
against the attack of the rum-selling power 
Was to annex under the present law, that as 
the law stood annexation next Saturday 
meant perpetual prohibition in the entire 
north end of Hyde Park; that no power short 
of the Legislature of the State could ever in- 
terfere with it. Half ot tne present Bourd 
of Trustees was in favor of doing away with 
these prohibituuon districts, and when one 
more election took place for Village Trustees 
it was possible three members might be 
elected who would entirely abolish-the prohi- 
bition districts. This would be such an evil 
to the community as no time could redress. 

L. H. Bisbee made a short address. He ex- 
plained that the annexation of that section 
meant a reduction of at least $2 on every $100 
of valuation in their taxes. It meant free 
sewers, without assessing adjoining prop- 
erty-owners. It meant free water-pipes, 
built out of the water fund of the city. It 
meant pure water all over the Town of 
Hyde Park at 70 per cent of what it now 
cost. It meant a reduced rate of interest, 
reduced insurance, better government, bet- 
ter fire protection, better schools, and above 
all it meant that they became a part of the 
great City of Chicago. The north end of 
Hyde Park would soon fill up with fine resi- 
dences and the south end would become a 
great manufacturing and commercial centre 
of the Northwest. 

A. C. Story took exception to the use by 
the antis of his report as President of 
the City Board of Education. He said since 
his report was published contracts for eight 
new schoolhouses had been let, two of which 
were eiguteen- room buildings. The school 
affairs were administered more economically 
than in any other city. The valuation of cer- 
tain school lands had been doubled. Noneof 
the members of the board handled any 
money, and the bonds were in a safe depos- 
itory and could not be taken out except in 
the presence of witnesses. 

Charles E. Pope and D, H. Horne, two anti- 
annexationists, were invited to address the 
meeting.

KILLED IN AN EXPLOSION, 


The Engineer of a Youngstown Brewery 
Blown to Atoms—The Fire Record. 

Younestown, O., June 24.—[Speciai.]— 
The brewery of George J. Reuner was de- 
stroyed at midnight by a boiler explosion, fol- 
lowed by a fire which the firemen were una- 
ble to control through lack of water. The 
engineer, Carl Richter, was killed, his body 
being mangled almost. beyond recognition. 
Three other employés, Michael Kelly, Chris 
Stalter, and Thomas Reynolds, were injured 
and taken to the hospital. The loss will 
reach €70.000;_insurance, $20,000. 

New York, June 24.—|Special.]—A disas- 
trous fire occurred at an early hour this 
morning on First avenue, between Twenty- 
seventh and Twenty-eighth streets. The 
building, occupied vy the Manhattan Brass 
Company, the largest manufacturers of brass 
goods in this city, was destroyed. The loss 
on building, tools, and stock is estimated at 
nearly $300,000. The cause of the fire has not 
been determined, but it is supposed to have 
originated from an overheated furnace. The 
factory was situated directly opposite the 
Bellevue Hospital, and a slight panic oc- 
curred among the inmates of tue institution 
when the fire broke out. The occupants of 
the tenement house immediately adjoining 
the burned factory were pretty thoroughly 
frightened and many of them removed their 
goods to the street. | 

President J. H. White of the Manhattan 
Brass Company estimated the loss at $300,000 
—$150,000 on tools and machinery, $75,000 on 
stock, and 875,000 on the building. The 
losses are covered by insurance. Ihe com- 
pany will rebuild at once, but 350 workmen 
have been thrown out of employment. 

LOCHESTER, Ind., June 24.—[Special.]—Ke- 
wanna, in the west part of this county, was 
visited by a disastrous fire Sunday night, 
which totally destroyed Lowry & Biair’s 
hardware store, Watson & Mott’s saloon, 
John Stubbs’ shoe store, John Crane’s meat 
market, Peter 8. Troutman’s agricultural 
store, and the I. O. O. F. Hall. Estimated 
loss, $15,000; insurance, $3,200. 

HELENA. Mont., June 24.—Advices just 
received state that disastrous timber fires 
are raging west of here on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. Clark’s Fork Bridge of the 
Northern Pavific Railroad, 600 feet long, 
burned this morning. , 


LITTLE PROGRESS AT PINE RIDGE. 


The Indians Signing Slowly, but the Situa- 
tion Far from Encouraging. 

Pine RipGe AGENT. Dak., June 24.—There 
waza conference this afternoon, at which 
few Indians except those who favor the bill 
were present. Nothing of interest trans- 
pired, and its only effect will probably be to 
draw the lines of separation between the 
two parties at this agency more distinctly. 
Allefforts to secure the supportof Young 
Man Afraid of His Horses have thus far 
failed. Little Wound also remains obdurate, 
though both profess to be willing that their 
young men suali act independently. 

Tonight there is little in the situation en- 
couraging to friends of the bill. The work 
of the Commissioners goes on, however, and 
there 1s no evidence of any weakening of 
effort un their part.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—Gabriel Ren- 
ville, Chief of the Sisseton and Wahpeton 
Indians in Dakota, accompanied by an inter- 
preter, called on Acting Commissioner Belt 
ot the Indian Bureau today to urge the set- 
tlement of the back anpuities due these 
tribes since 1862, amounting in all to 
between $300,000 and $400,000, and also 
to urge that some action be taken 
by the department relative to tne 
purchase of their surplus lands aggregating 
about 900,000 acres. In view ot the fact that 
in the General Allotment act no appropria- 
tion Was made for the expense of a commis- 
sion authorized by the act to negotiate with 
these Indians for their surplus lands, Acting 
Commissioner Belt has recommended to the 
Secretary of the Interior that a commission 
to consist of Government officiais, witnout 
extra compensation, be appointed for the 
purpose. No action, however, has yet been 
taken in the premises. 


MR. RYAN SHOULD BE A POLICEMAN. 


A Michigan Man Who Hag Slept Since Last 
Wednesday Without Awakening. 

KINGSLEY, Mich., June 24. —[Special. ]— 
About one year ago A. C. Ryan fell into a 
sleep which lasted eighteen hours, after 
Which he said that he would go to sleep June 
19, 1889, and sleep for ninety-six hours. 
Wednesday about 10 o’clock he went into his 
sleep or trance, as he cails it, and now lies 
in an unconscious state. His attending phy- 
siclan makes frequent visits to his room. 
Upon examination Thursday he found a 
normal condition of the body, pulse 72. At 
night about 11 o’clock, Ryan was still sleep- 
ing and in the same position as at noon. 
Ine only Change that was noted was that his 
pulse numbered 56, with deep respiration. 
At noon Saturday he was in the same condi- 
tion. but breathing freer. Tonight Ryan 
is still asleep. All efforts to arouse him 
have proved in vain. Ryan is 50 years old. 
About twenty years ago he had a cousin who 
slept to her death at Avon, N. V., and he as- 
serts that ber spirit appears to him and tells 
him when he will go tosleep. The doctors 
say that he is certainly sleeping and are 
greatly puzzied to account for it.

The Grand Jury Will Examine Records of 
Money Orders. 

The grand jury considered only jail cases 
yesterday and did not hear any Cronin wit- 
nesses. Early inthe morning a dozen in- 
dictments in larceny and robbery cases were 
returned to Judge Shepard’s court. The rest 
of the day the jurors were in their room. 

During the afternoon State’s Attorney 
Longenecker went before Judge Shepard, 
and the following order was entered on the 
record:

THERE MAY BE MOKE INDICTMENTS. 


Mr. Longenecker Discusses the Work of 

The new information which the authorities 
received yesterdav was of such importance 
that a conference was immediately called in 
the State's Attorney’s office. There were 
present Messrs. Mills, Hynes, Longenecker, 
Superintendent Hubbard, and for a time 
Capt. Schuettler. The new evidence was 
discussed and its importance duly rated.

STARVING COAL MINERS IN ILLINOIS. 

There is much suffering among the Indiana 
coal miners, so much that the Governor of 
that State has felt it necessary to issue an 
appeal for their relief. If there is not aa 
equal amount of suffering at this moment 
among the same class of men in IIlinois it 1s 
certain that there soon will be, and that they 
will be starving if they are not aided. It is 
estimated that there are now nearly 10,000 
men out of work, which means that thousands 
of women and children are also destitute. 
Moreover the miners live in communities by 
themselves and practically compose the 
entire population, so that when distress 
comes on them they have no neighbors to 
whom they can turn. Relief, if it comes, 
must come from without. 

The miners are not working because they 
refuse to accept the lower wages which the 
employers are offering them. The latter say 
that they are all they can affordto give; the 
former ciaim that they cannot live on the 
pay offered. The employers declare that the 
competition with mines in the southern part 
of this State and with neighboring States is 
sO keen that it is impossible for them to 
work the mines at the old standard of wages; 
they explain that their great market is Chi- 
cago, but that owing to the lower railroad 
rates g.ven their rivals and the fact that it 
costs them less per ton to mine coal it is im- 
possible to work the northern mines unless 
the miners will take lower wages. The men 
say that these statements are but partially 
true, and that the companies are trying to 
keep up the high profits of the past at the 
expense of those who do the work. 

The men complain that the companies, not 
satisfied with their lawful profits from the 
sale of coal, make illegitimate ones out of 
the oppression of the miners. They say that 
for everything except meat and vegetables 
they must deal at the company’s store, and 
that a person who does not buy at least $10 
per month worth of stuff isdismissed. They 
say further that if they have any money left 
over at the end of the month it is given them 
in the form of checks on the store, which 
the butcher and the baker will take only ata 
discount because the company shaves the 
checks except when presented to it by its 
employés in exchange for goods on which ex- 
travagant profits are demanded. 

The men complain that while formerly 
they were given credit for coal which fell 
from the little cars while they were going 
from the mining chamber to the mouth of 
the pit now they are credited oniy with 
the weight of coal found in the car. This 
hits hard, they say, because the company 
furnishes so few cars that if a man does not 
heap on to one ali the coal he can he may re- 
main idle for hours. If he does pile on all he 
can much falls off, and men hired at low 
wages pick it up and the company gets the 
benefit of it. They also complain that they 
now get nothing for the weight of the screen- 
ings, and ‘hat the company gets them with- 
out the payment of a cent. 

The report of the State Bureau of Labor 
Statistics says that the price of Illinois coal 
has been steadily failing for years, but that 
while the sum per ton paid the miner has 


gone down his proportionate share of the 


price of the coal has increased and that of 
the employer has lessened. The miners say 
that such might be the case were it not for 
the extortions of which they complain—the 
truck stores and the other illegitimate profits 
of the companies. Were they freed from 
these they think they might be able to live 
with lower wages than they now get; while 
these extortionate practices continue it is 
impossible. The employers say that the 
wages of the men have been so good that 


they have supported scores of saloons, and 


that if they had saved up their money instead 
of paying liquor bills with it they would be 
uble to tide over a hard season like the pres- 
ent. It is true that miners are not total ab- 
stainers, Dut at present those who saved 
their money and put it into houses and lots 
seem to be faring no better than the others. 
They have houses which they cannot sell, 
but no food for themselves or their children. 
The ant and the butterfly, the wise and the 
foolish virgins are suffering alike. They are 
without food or the means of buying it. The 
misery at Braid wood and elsewhere will soon 
exceed that of tbe people of Johnstown, 
whose suffering so touched the charitable 
heart of Illinois. Are these men, women, 
and children, the citizens of this State, to be 
allowed to starve?

RELIGIOUS AND CIVIL RELATIONS OF THE 
CLAN-NA-GAEL. 
It is to be hoped that the following dispatch 
from Rome, published yesterday, is correct: 


Archbishop Feehan of Chicago having made a 
long report to the Vatican through Cardinal 
Simeoni op the criminal acts of the Clan-na- 
Gael, the Pope has given instructions that the 
power be granted the Archbishop to take what 
ever measures he may deem opportune to de- 
mare — Clan-na-Gael in opposition to the 
chure 


The moment that the Archbishop learned 
of the connection of the Clan-na-Gael with 
the murder of Dr. Cronin, that moment it be- 
came his duty to act. It is believed that he 
will soon notify those members of that organ- 
ization who claim to be Roman Catholics 
that they must leave the one if they wisn to 
remain in communion with the other, and 
that if any person should die while still a 
member of the Cian-na-Gael he will be re- 
fused burial in a Catholic cemetery, even 
though he may own a lot there. As for 
Father Dorney, the general impression is 
that he will be removed to some quiet coun- 
try parish where his opportunities for scan- 
dalizing the church will be far less than they 
are in the Town of Lake. 

It need not be expected that this action of 
the Archbishop regarding the Clan-na-Gael 
will be foliowed by any indignant protest on 
the part of the Irish of this diocese. That 
organization does not represent the Celtic 
race; it is a stain upon it. A few years ago, 
when it was stronger than now, it had but 
14,000 members in this country. It probably 
has not now in this city more than 400. Some 
of them are decent men. What others are 
the developments of the Cronin case have 
shown. It is not for the 400 Chicago mem- 
bers to claim that they represent or are 
authorized to speak for the thousands of 
Americans of Irish birth in this city. By 
trickery, by bulidozing, they have gained con- 
trol of societies in which they were in the 
minority, and have exerted an influence for 
evil to which their numbers never entitied 
them. The day for their rule has gone by. 
The Irish whom they have misled are dis- 
owning wem. The church they have de- 
ceived is denouncing them. It is quite un- 
necessary for the Executive Committee of 


the Clan-na-Gael to issue any address to 
‘*vindicate” it. The Clan-na-Gael has been 
weighed in the balance and found wanting. 
The committee would do better work if in- 
stead of issuing an address it would persuade 
the members of the organization to tell what 
they know about the “removal” of Cronin, 
even if it does send some of their fellow- 
members to the gallows. 

It is intimated that the grand jury when it 
makes its report will recommend that the 
Governor revoke the license to carry arms of 
tne Clan-na-Gael Guards. Quite right. Why 
should they be aliowed to carry arms any 
more than the anarchistic riflemen! They 
do not shoulder muskets for the good of this 
country. Has Larry Buckley shown that he 
is a good enough American to be at the head 
ot a military organization? It is not neces- 
sary that the Governor should wait for the 
grand jury. He can revoke tomorrow the 
license he or his predecessor granted. The 
company in which the murderers of Cronin 
got their military training can well be spared. 

Let no one imagine for a moment that this 
policy, whetner pursued by the Church or 
State, is leveled at the Irish. It is aimed at 
their enemies, at those who have sought to 
tarnish their fair fame, who have sought to 
make them seem the accomplices of dyna- 
miters and murderers. itis among the Clan- 
na-Gael that Mr. Parneil has found his dead- 
liest enemies and the English Tories their 
most effectual allies. To blot out the society 
is to remove one of the greatest obstacies in 
the way of securing Irish home rule and to 
free the politics of this city from a debasing 
and demoralizing element. 


THE MINNESOTA BEEF INSPECTION LAW. 

The local butchers in Minnesota who ex- 
pected large protits in consequence of the 
beef inspection law, contrived to shut Chi- 


cago meat products out of that State, are 


finding themselves hoist by their own 
petard. If the law could have been en- 
forced in the manner intended the princi- 
pal effect would have beet to raise the 
price of beef to consumers in Minnesota 
without a particle of benefit to stock grow- 
ers. The advance in price would have all 
gone into the pockets of the local butchers, 
as was the design and expectation. Odadly 
enough, however, in their bili the local 
butchers merely prohibited bringing into the 
State for purposes of sale any meat from 
animals not slaughtered in Minnesota. 
Nothing was said as to any one importing 
meat from another State for his own use, 
or any other purpose than sale. The penalty 
of the law wus to be inflicted on any person 
who should sell, expose, or offer for sale 
for human food any fresh beef, veal, mutton, 
lamb, or pork”? taken from animals not in- 
spected alive in the State before slaughter. 
Apparently there is no penaity for importing 
meat for one’s own use, and hence keepers 
of hotels and boerding-houses in Minnesota 
are now buying beef from the Chicago 
dressed beef operators and getting itcheaper 
than before. They do not regard themselves 
as offering fresh meat for sale, and hence 
consider themselves entirely outside the’ 
law. ‘They are getting the benefit of the 
low prices in the Chicago market and take 
the profits that formerly went to the middle- 
men. Minnesota butchers used to buy 
beef in Chicago for seven cents and 
sell it to their customers for twelve 
cents, but the latter now purchase direct 
from the dressed beef firmsin this city. Of 
course it is only hotelkeepers and other 
large buyers of meat who can supply them- 
seives in this way, but the Minnesota butch- 
ers are suffering a big loss of trade in con- 
sequence of a law which they expected to 
give them ao artificial monopoly. 

Since the Minnesota law provides only 
against the sale of fresh meat it would 
seem to have no application to hotelkeepers, 
etc., or to persons buying for their own use. 
In a late case the Federal Supreme Court 
heid that individuals might import liquor 
into lowa from other States for their own 
use notwithstanding the prohibition of 
the Iowa statute. The utmost the court 
would concede was that Iowa might for- 
bid the sale of the liquor after it 
was brought into the State but could not 
interfere with inter-State commerce and pre- 
vent its citizens bringing in from other States 
for their own use any articie of lawful traffic 
under the laws of tne United States. Hence 
it would seem that even if the Minnesota 
meat inspection law could be sustained it 
would prevent only the importation of Chi- 
cago beef to be sold at retail in that State, but 
that buyers who make any other use of the 
meat can import it as freely as they please. 
The consequence will be to make Chicago a 
retail meat market for St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
and other cities in Minnesota. Large buyers 
of meat will have a great advantage and can 
save the profits that formerly went to the 
local butchers. The latter, instead of gain 
ing, will find themselves subjected to a con- 
siderable loss as a resultof their ili-contrived 
attempt at class legisiation. 

The truth, no doubt, is that the Minnesota 
meat law is unconstitutional in its entirety 
and will besetaside whenever it is taken into 
the courts. But if the local butchers in Mia- 
nesota can stand the consequences of their 
pet measure it is not likely the Chicago 
dressed beef operators will make complaint 
and try to have the statute overthrown. ’ The 
law is giving them a valuable retail meat mar- 
ketin Minnesota. The local butchers of Minne- 
sota have been caught in their own trap, and 
it would be a fitting conclusion to the matter 
if they should be the first to appeal to the 
courts to have tneir own law declared uncon- 
stitutional and void. 


SCHOOLS IN THE SUBURBS. 

“ome of the anti-annexation moss-backs 
and barnacies are opposing union with the 
city because “it will ruin our splendid school 
system.“ It will do nothing of the kind, but 
it will end a system of extravagance or 
worse that is fast driving these outside 
school districts into bankruptcy. Matters 
arecoming to such a pass that if a helping 
hand is not extended by Chicago the suburb- 
an schools will have to shut their doors and 
their children will go untaught. 

Take a specimen case—the Engle wood school 
district. The assessed valuation of the prop- 


| erty in the district 1s about three and a quar- 


ter millions. Therefore the limit of bonded 
indebtedness is $170,000 and of annual taxa- 
tion $65,000. The total expenses for the com- 
ing year are $116,000. This is more than can 
be raised by taxation, and the amount re 
ceived from the State does not make good 
the deficiency. Todo that more money will 
have to be borrowed and more bonds sold. 
but the district has about reached its limit. 
It owes now $148,000. When it has borrowed 
a few thousands more it will be at the end of 
its tether, and the reckless extravagance 
which has built up “such a splendid school 
system“ will have to stop tor lack of ma- 
terialto feedon. There will have to bea 
tremendous cutting down of expenses or the 
schools will have to close. 

The antis say that there is room in the 
Hyde Park schools for every scholar. W hy 
did there come to be so many schoolhouses! 
So that the taxpayers might be plundered. 
When a contractor wanted a job or school 
trustees felt the need of having some pick- 
ings the erecuon of a schoolhouse was or- 
dered. Thus it is that in one of the little 
Hyde Park districts there is an eleven room 
schoolhouse, built at a cost of $40,000, with 
only five of the eleven rooms occupied. 
Yet, though the district has so few scholars 
in it, the Schoo! Board found it necessary to 
levy a school tax of $2.45 on the hundred dol- 


book of the 


lars, whea Chicago finds that one dollar is 
sufficient. 

The school system of this city has its grave 
defects, but nothing lke so many as can be 
found in these model suburban schools of 
which there has been so much bragging of 
late. It is not long ago that the papers were 


filled with the details of the swindles and 


steals, great and small, of which some of 


these outside school boards were proven to 
have been guilty. Where there was not 
larceny there was extravagance. The mul- 
tiplication of offices was carried to an extent 
unknown in the city. The result is that 
about every school district is nearing the 
point where the expenses are exceeding the 
income, and there is no way of making gcod 
the deficiency. A few more years of ths 
old, irresponsible, wasteful system would 
find every district in debt clear up to the 
constitutional limitation. 

Annexation to the city will throw no good 
teachers out of their places, and will not 
lower the standard of education—will tend 
rather to elevate it. It will lessen taxes for 
the schools, and stop the creation of more 
debts. It will save the schools from the 
ruin which is now impending.

MUSIC AND DRAMA. 


For the first time in the history of Chicago 
“The Tempest was produced last night, and 
playgoers will long remember the occa- 
sion as one of the happiest in their 
experience. More pretentious and more 
spectacles have been offered; 
but here, not only was the eye flattered but the 
imagination was stimulated by poetry which 
swept all realms of thought from fairyland to 
high philosophy. So beautiful an entertainment 
is above the taste of the multitude, and Mana- 
ger McVicker therefore deserves the more credit 
that with little or no hope of profit he has hon- 
ored bis art and rendered a service to the cause 
of culture. 

After all the vulgarities and buffooneries that 
now occupy the stage, what a treat it is to see 
fittingly represented a masterpiece of fancy 
by the greatest of poets ! Delicate, 
but not lavish, was the scenery, 
ana the acting was almost always adequate and 
in some instances superb. The crash and dark- 
ness of the opening storm awoke in the au- 
dience that feeling of awe which hight- 
ens by contrast the delights that follow. 
The entrance of Califan was a signal for ap- 
plause, which wus continued through the even- 
ing and richly deserved. Mr. E. D. Lyons was a 
distinct triumph in the character. Hairy and 
horrible, yet not disgusting, his mon- 
ster was worthy the study of a painter 
who wished to put on canvas the creature in 
which Shakspeare typified materialism. Miss 
Louise Baudet was not the most spiritual 
of Ariels; in fact, there was in ner 
assumption a suspicion of the 
French ballet. Her loveliness, however, 
was bewitching, and she danced, sang, and 
capered into the hearts of the audience. But 
there was one minor part that was nobly treated, 
and it, perhaps, should be first mentioned. It 
was the Gonzalo of Mr. C. W. Couldock. This 
old actor has been identified for years 
with a single r0le until people have forgotten his 
versatility and finished art. As Gonzalo he 
has only a few lines to speak, but he 
presents a picture of honorable’ age 
that is almost sacred. It is one of the few 
characters in The Tempest” that is finer in 
representation than one can imagine it to be in 
reading the book. Itis impossibie to praise, even 
in asubdued key, the Prospero of Mr. Frank Mor- 
daunt. The impersonation lacked ideality; it was 
brusque, heavy, and hopelessly prosaic. The 
rich humor of Mr. William F. Owen, one of the 
best of Shakspearean comedians, fairly gurgled 
from the character of Stephano. Mr. Ian Rob- 
ertson lent the picturesqueness that is custom- 
ary with him to the röle of the usurping Duke, 
and Mr. H. A. Weaver was a dignified King of 
Naples. Mr. Nestor Lennon was a handsome 
Ferdinand. The Miranda was Miss Grace Kim- 
ball, whe was passive and pretty. 

There was a large orchestra, well conducted; 
the music was sweet and haunting, and the sim- 
ple dances, tastefully arranged, diverted without 


absorbing attention. The scenes cannot at this 


time be reviewed in detail, but 
their infinite variety is known to 
everylone who has seen the play, and it must sut- 
fice to state that Manager McVicker has invest- 
ed them with loving care.

Having investigated the management of the 

Milwaukee post-office, in so far as it is affected 
by the Civil Service law, we find that during the” 
last four years the Postmaster, Mr. G. H. 
has repeatedly violated said law and in many 
cases has manipulated the lists of eligibles so 
that the person whom he preferred should be 
certified to him. If Mr. Paul had 
any considerable portron of his term 
to serve we should recommend his immediate re- 
moval; but we have determined not to make 
such recommendation, in view of the fact that 
his term has already expired, of the fact that no 
satisfactory proof bas been adduced to show 
that his action in making appointments was due 
to political considerations, and of. the further 
fact that his construction of a letter of the com- 
mission written in 188 may partially excuse a 
portion of his misconduct. The commission 
therefore report that Mr. Paul should be and 
hereby is severely censured.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


Royalty at a Wedding. 

BERLIN, June 24.—The marriage of Prince 
Frederick Leopold and Princess Louise of 
Schleswig was solemnized here today. The 
Emperor ana Empress and many royalties 
were present at both the civil and religious 
ceremonies. A grand banquet followed, at 
which the Emperor toasted the newly wed- 
ded coupie. After the banquet the Emperor 
and Empress and the King of Saxony de- 
parted for Stuttgart. 

Court Chapiain Koegel officiated at the re- 
ligious ceremony. Volleys fired in the Lust- 
garten announced the exchange of rings. A 
torch dance followed the banquet. Twelve 
ministers bearing candles trod a quaint 
danced with all tne 
royal Princes, beginning with the Emperor. 


The Island of Crete. 

Lonpon, June 24.—In the House of Lords 
tonight the Marquis of Salisbury denied that 
any of the great powers contemplated the 
annexation of the Island of Crete. All re- 
ports to that effect, he said, were entirely 
without foundation. He had no reason to 
apprehend a crisis.

JUDGE EDWIN & LELAND DEAD. 


A Distinguished Abolitionist Passes Away 
at Ottawa—Other Deaths. 
Ortawa, III., June 24.— [Special.] — Edwin 

S. Leland, late Circuit Judge of this District, 

died of old age at the residence of his son-in- 

law, Hiram T. Gilbert, in this city today. 

He was 77 years old. He had been in bad 

health for some time ana his demise was 

not unexpected. Judge Leland was prom- 
inently associated with movements in oppo- 

sition to slavery. In June, 1854, he drafted a 

call for a mass meeting to be held at Ottawa, 

Aug. 1, of those dissatisfied with the position 

of the parties upon the slavery question. The 

call was largely signed and the meeting was 
held, Mr. Leland presiding. A plattorm of 
principles drawn up by bim was adopted and 

a new party was organized, taking the name 

of Republican. This meeting has been con- 

sidered by many, including Mr. Leland him- 
self, as the organization of the present party 
of that name. He had adhered faithfully to 
it throughout all its subsequent career. At 
the Pittsburg Convention, Feb. 22, 1856, he 

Was made a member of the National Com- 

mittee, and was present at the meeting 

of the committee in Washington March 28 

following, when the call for the Philadelphia 

convention for June 17, 1856, was issued. He 


| was elected Circuit Judge for this district. in 
1852 to succeed T. Lyle Dickey, and again in 


1866 he was chosen for the same position, 
which he continued to hold until 1879. Upon 
the organization of the Appellate Court iu 


1876 he was appointed to the bench from the 


Second District.

PHELPS AND THE TREATY. 


THE AMERICAN COMMISSIONER AR- 
RIVES AT NEW YORK ON THE FULDA. 


He Speaks Freely of the Negotiations at 
Berlin, but Diplomatically Kvades Dis- 
closing the Provisions of the Treaty— 
English Spoken at the Meetings of the 
Commission—The Western Union Tele- 
graph Company Getting Itself Disliked 
~—General New York News. . 

New York, June 24.—[Special.]—The Fulda 
rode into port today bearing the American 
draft of the Samoan treaty and its chief 


American sponsor, William Walter Phelps. 


How it was got and something of its con- 
tents were published in Tux Trizsune of May 


80. And though the lips of the astute diplo- 


matist wbo, with his conferrees, so success- 
fully bearded the great Bismarck in his den 
were sealed to a diplomatic silence, he un- 
consciously paid tribute to the correctness of 
the report while openly praising the enter- 
prise. And he did, moreover, tell some inter- 
esting facts pertaining to the greut confer- 
ence. 

The courtesy of Coliector Erhardt and Sur- 
veyor Beattie placed two reporters ou tne 
Fulda as soon as she was in the hands of the 
boarding officer, and the wide-open hospitali- 
ty of Mr. Herman Oolrichs brought them to 
the latter’s statcroom, where Mr. Phelps was 
sitting. 

And now, Mr. Phelps, after the greeting 
was over, “tellus what you can about the 
Berlin conference and the Samoan treaty.’’ 

**I should only be too glad, my friends, to 
tell you everything, but the conference was 
pledged by vote not to divulge the contents 
of that document until it had been submitted 
to the parliaments of the three nations in- 
volved, and my vote went with the rest. It 
all lies in the little yellow bag yonder. No 
doubt you would like to get up and get it and 
take a shorthand view of it, and I am sorry 
that I must not permit it, but it must be.”’ 

“Of course, you heard that Tue TRIBUNE 
and other papers received by cable and pub- 
lished what was believed to be a synopsis of 
its articles!“ 

“Indeed I did. the day that it was printed; 
and a stir it made in Europe, I tell you. The 
enterprise was widely commented on every- 
where. Even the German press, which 
showed littie enterprise, thanks to press cen- 
sorship there, commented on the fact.“ 

STILL DIPLOMATIC. 

“You could not say whether that report 
was absolutely correct, I suppose!“ 

„Well,“ answered Mr. Phelps, diplomatic-

At the 
first the German papers Opposed to Bismarck 
complained that he was going to give the 
Americans too big a show, but this feeling 
did not continue.“!

AN INNOVATION, 

„Was the conference carried on in 
French?” asked the reporter. 

„No, in English. And this is a fact of great 
significance and importance. It is the 
first time in the history of di- 

lomacy that negotiations have not 

een carried on in French, the language 
of diplomacy. It was done on our motion, 
and as English was the national language of 
six outof seven of the Commissioners, and 
the Germans, who speak English well, good 
naturedly came in with us, that became the 
language of the conference, though we 
started outin French, which ali of the Com- 
missioners spoke. it may be that Ger- 
man antipathy to anything French helped to 
establish this important precedent. 1 do not 
know. However, the fact remains. Even 
the language of the treaty is English, and I 
do not doubt that hereafter it will become 
the language of diplomacy. We all found 
that good, sturdy Angio-Saxon was the most 
exact and satisfactory tongue in which to 
couch delicate and intricate points. I rejoice 
that the new era was inaugurated by us.“ 

Mr. Phelps added that he had hastened 
home as soon as he could get a copy of the 
treaty. Count Herbert Bismarck was the 
first to leaveimmediately after affixing his 
signature, but tnen he did not have to take a 
copy with him. The first copy was given 
to America, and its custodian immediately 
started, leaving the rest of the commission to 
follow at their leisure. 

At this juncture the Fulda reached her 
berth in Hoboken, the wife and daughter of 
the returned diplomatist were announced, 
and a pleasant interview came to an end. 


SUBJECT OF MANY ANNOYANCES, 


Complaints Against the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company Are Numerous. 

New York, June 24.— [Special.] Many 
New York correspondents of outside pavers 
are kicking against the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company these days. For weeks, 
under the order of Mayor Grant, workmen 
have been removing the overhead telegraph, 
telephone, and electric light wires. Work 
was begun up town, and it did not then 
interfere with newspaper offices. There was 
plenty of time in which the Western 
Union Company might have arranged its 
wires so that when the work of removing 
wires from the down-town pcles began the 
newspapers of New Vork and the corre- 
spondents of outside papers would not have 
suffered any inconvenience. But the West- 
ern Union made no preparation to prevent 
annoyance to its customers. On the contra 
ry, the managers of that corporation seemed 
anxious to put the newspapers to trouble and 
annoyance. Saturday the wires connecting 
the newspaper offices with the main office 
were cut, and a dozen newspapers having 
leased Westera Union wires have been in 
great trouble since. Their offices are of no 
use whatever to them. Their correspondents 
have been compelled to move over to the 
main office of the Western Union Company, 
where meagre accommodations are afforded 
them. They are subjected to many delays 
and annoyances—all because the man- 
agement was either too _ niggardly 
to make preparations in advance for 
this emergency by putting its down- 
town newspaper and other wires under 
ground while those up-town were being cut 
down, or wanted to wreak a pretty revenge 
on the papers that have advocated the put- 
ting of wires underground because they be- 
lieved that public safety demanded it. This 
annoying condition of affairs will continue 
for at least a week. When the managers of 
the Postal Company were asked today 
whether their newspaper wires would be 
disturbed this answer was given: We were 
too fly for that. We prevared in advance to 
meet this emergency, and you will experience 
no delay or annoyance on account of the cut- 
ting of the wires.“

KANSAS AND MICHIGAN CROPS. 


Favorable Conditions in the Former State 
—Ravages of the Wheat Midge. 
Topeka, Kas., June 24.—[Special.|—T. B. 
Jennings in his weekly weather report for 
Kansas gives the result as follows: Favor- 
able effects of the weather are most marked 
in the extreme west. Grass is again green, 
ponds are full of water, hay is assured, new 
potatoes are being marketed, wheat and rye 
are being harvested, and the farmers are en- 
couraged. The weather in the last week has 
mproved the oats crop over the es- 
tire State, and it promises a greater 
yield than that of last year. The wheat 
is excellent in being 80 heavy as to 
require from four to six horses to 
work the binders. The wheut harvest is now 
in progress in nearly every county. In the 
South home-grown peaches and apples are on 
the market. The heavy flocds did much 
damage in Butler and Bourbon Counties, the 
river flooding the valleys to a depth of eight 
feet. Much wheat in shocks was swept into 
the river, from which the farmers are now 
gathering and. drying it. In Bourbon the 
enormous rainfali of 6.60 inches occurred in 
twenty-four hours. All the crops in the 
Marmaton River and Mill Creek bottoms are 
more or less damaged, some fields being 
washed out and others being covered with 

water.’’ 

CONSTANTINE, Mich., June 24.—The Hon. 
Franklin Weils, Chairman of the State Board 
of Agriculture, says that further investiga 
tion shows the wheat fields to be alive with 
the midge. An examination Saturday showed 
a further stage of development, some having 
turned a reddish color with ashell like a po- 
tato beetle, and some having long, gauzy 
wings. Mr. Wells says itis impossibie to 
know what the result will be, but it would 
seem that such an immense draft spon the 
life of the plant will have a tendency to 
shrink the kernel. 


A Hotel in Flames. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 24.—Fire broke out on 
the fourth floor of the Vanderbilt House at 2:30 
this morning. The fourth floor was gutted and 
the remaining floors badly damaged by water.

They Are All Ready to Quit if the Present

— This 
city is one seething mass of politicians to- 
night, just before the preliminary meeting 
of the Republican State Convention tomor- 
row. The late trains brought in the Con- 
gressional delegation, consisting of Con- 
gressmen Thompson, Grosvenor, Williams, 
Calaweil, Burton, Wickham, Kennedy, Tay- 
lor, and other prominent mén from Washing- 
ton, while every hour has added to the jam. 
The convention tomorrow will be the largest 

one, and most erthu- 
siastic since the war, 
and intense interest is 
being taken in its pro- 
ceedings. There is a 
great deai at stake in 
a United States Sena- 
torship, and a possible 
three years in the Gu- 
bernatorial chair, and 
the same length of 
time in the Legislature 
for the successful 
party at the coming 
election. This ex-

gent upon the adoption of the biennial 
amendment resolution. The drift is 
all in one direction, but despite this the 
avowed candidates all make profes- 
sions of hopefulness. The distinguished 
8 are not “claiming it with confi- 

ence,”’ and all agree that the Foraker boom 
1s the one thing with which it is exceedingly 
difficult to cope. Judge O'Neall expressed 
himself as satistied with the outlook, but he 
did not have any figures to giveout. The 
Judge does not believe the convention will 
be stampeded into the nomination of any 
candidate. The chances are up with the 
rest,“ said the Judge, unless Foraker with- 
draws. Weare all out if Foraker is in.“ | 

Gen. Dawes did not care to go into details 
regarding the political situation, but aesired 
to say that the nominee of the convention 
will be elected. 

“If itis Foraker,” said the General, “he 
will go in and win as he always does.“ Gen.

those assisting in the 
management of Gen. 
Dawes’ canvass, says 
the latter is in the can- 
vass to stay, and that 
he has the friendship of 
Gov.

Gen. Asa W. Jones,

Kennedy, Lampson, and Dawes are looked 
upon as being the three leading candidates of 
those who are working for the nomination. 
Gen. Kennedy’s friends are perhaps the most 
confident, and make some pretty tall claims. 
They figure on 250 votes at the start, but do 
not give the counties from which they will 
come. The friends of the others only 
concede 175 to Kennedy on the start, and 
predict that be will not have the highest 
number of votes on the first ballot. 

S. A. Conrad of Stark County, President 
pro tem. of the Senate of the Sixty-seventh 
General Assembly, is the only avowed candi- 
date for second place on the ticket who has 
reached the city. There is a feeling that by 
the shifting of candidates for Gubernatorial 
honors one of those prominently mentioned 
for the first place will be named for Lieu- 
tenant Governor. With the renomination of 
Foraker, which is generally conceded at this 
time, the name of Lampson is the most 
frequentiy mentioned for the second 
place. But it is a uestion 
as to whether the ticket will be Foraker and 
Lampson or Foraker and Bushnell. 

The feeling that Gov. Foraker will be re- 
nominated is almost universal. All of the 
avowed candidates admit that as matters 
now stand the Governor’s renomination is as- 
sured. Some are, however, clinging to the 
hope that at the last moment he will declare 
against accepting and leave the field open to 
those who have made a canvass for the nom- 
ination. 

Capt. John C. Brown will be renominated 
for Treasurer; D. K. Watson for Attorney- 
General; Judge J. F. Dickinson for Supreme 
Judge; William Hahn for member of the 
Board of Public Works; and U. H. Hester 
for Clerk of the Supreme Court. Prof. J. C. 
Hancock, who is filling the office of State 
School Commissioner, will be nominated for 
the unexpired and full term.

When any territory shall hereafter be annexed 
to the City of Chicago said annexed territory 
shail retain and be governed by all the ordinances 
and laws inforce and effectin such territory at 
the time of the annexation thereof, and no 
ordinance ot the City of Chicago in force at the 
time of such annexation shall be construed to 
repeal or alter the force and effect of any laws or 
ordinances existing in such annexed territory at 
the time of the annexation thereof. 

This was intended to remove any lingering 
doubts from the minds of the suburbanites 
as to Chicago’s protection of their local hob- 
bies. To the Democratic Aldermen, how- 
ever, it looked too much like making the way 
clear for the admission of Republican dis- 
tricts. and the seating of Republican Alaer- 
men. The ordinance was therefore beaten 
for the time being for political reasons. The 
Democrats, besides, felt aggrieved because 
the Republicans would not let them 
make some arrangement by which they 
could gain an Alderman in the 
recently annexed portion of Jefferson. 
They, therefore, concluded to obstruct the 
passage of the Hepburn ordinance by refer- 
ring it to the Judiciary Committee. It will 
be considered tomorrow or next day, how- 
ever, and favorably reported on. Aid, Harris, 
will push it through tne committee, and it 
can be acted on by the Council Monday even- 
tng next.

Mrs. Van Vieck is suing the street railway 
company for $50,000 because of personal injuries 
sustained in a collision between a State street 
cable-car and an Adams street horse car. 

Aug. 2, 1887, Mrs. Van Vieck says she was & 
passenger on one of the Adams street cars of 
the West Division City Railway Company. As 
the car was crossing State Street it was struck 
by a South Side grip, end Mrs, Van Vieck claims 
that she was most severely injured. Several 
ribs were broken, she claims, and one of the 
splintered ribs run through her lung. She was 


her that she has since been afflicted with shak 


ing palsy. . 

That the company was going to make a strong 
fight was shown as soon as a jury was wanted 
for the case.

WISHES THE OKDINANCE TAKEN UP. 


The Hanford Ol Company Eager to Lay 
Pipes—Lyons Road Contract. 

Ald. A. Dixon and Chairman Hepburn of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South yester- 
day called up the ordinance granting the P. C. 
Hanford Oil Company permission to lay a pipe 
line across the streets crossed by the Lake Shore 
Railroad, and then east from the tracks 700 feet 
on Seventeenth street, for piping refined oil. The 
ordinance has been buried in the committee for 
some time. Ald. Dixon favored its passage. Ald. 
Vierling, Oehmen, and Burke objected. They 
said property owners desired to explain their ob- 
jections to the ordinance. The agent of the com- 
pany was present, but the property owners had 
not been informed. It was argued that the pro- 
posed cil depot was in the midst of a populous 
neighborhood, where a fire was greatly to be 
feared. Aid. Burke moved to postpone action 
a week. The agent of the oil company said 
he would insist on the ordinance being 
passed at once or he would withdraw 
it. He didn't think it necessary 
to hear from the property owners. 
The motion to postpune prevailed, Chairman 
Hepburn giving notice that he would preset a 
minority“ report to the Council. As there 
was no majority report going to the Council it 
was mystifying to the other members of the 
committee how Chairman Hepburn could get in 
a minority report. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
yesterday ordered on file an order presented by 
Ald. Lyke directing the Mayor and Controller to 
make a twenty-five-year lease to the First Regi- 
mentof certain lake front property north of 
Jackson street for the purpose of erecting a 
building foritsown use, This action was taken 
after Aid. Arthur Dixon had urged that such a 
request shouid come from some of the officers of 
the regiment and not from an Alderman living 
out on the prairies.” 

A new bridge at the North Branch of the 
river and Western avenue was ordered by tue 
Committee on Harbors and Bridges, provided 
the contractors will wait for the rest of their 
puy after the amount appropriated is exhausted. 
The superstructure will cost about $16,000. It is 
agreed that the City of Lake View will pay 85,000 
toward the improvement. 

The Council Committee on Schools decided 
yesterday to recommend adversely the proposi- 
tion to purchase a school site 300x182 feet, at 
Adums street and Spaulding avenue for 885,000. 
as it was of the opinion that the price was ex- 
orbitant. The committee will recommend favor- 
ably the propositions to purchase a site 199x125 
feet at Western avenue and Grenshaw street for 
$13,000, and another site, 300x125 feet, at Spauld- 
ing avenue and Twenty-fourth street, for 86.000. 

The proprietor of the Hotel Bristol on Adams 
street informed the Mayor yesterday that the 
superintendent of construction for the new 
Adams street bridge had been here three days 
waiting to proceed with his work, but was not 
able to do unything, as the centre 
ready for the turntable. The people of the West 
Side bave been ciamoring for the completion of 
this bridge for weeks, and it was supposed that 
the stonework was completed. City Engineer 
Northway Was instructed to investigate. The 
Mavor agreed vesterday to furnish the necessary 
light if the bridge company's men were willing 
to work twenty-four hours each day. 

COMMISSIONERS WERE INTERESTED. 

At the meeting of the County Board yesterday 
the special committee on the bill of the Hignh- 
way Commissioners for repairing the Lyons road 
made two reports. One was signed by Commis 
sioners Blair and Edmanson, the other by Com- 
missioner Schubert. Both reports recommend- 
ed that the bill be disallowed, the principal dif- 
ference being in the wording. Both reports 
found that the contract for the improvement of 
the road was let to D. A. Lyon, who wus at that 
time an employé of the Kimbell & Cobb Stone 
Company, that the stone was furnished by this 
company, and that two members of tne board are 
stockholders in that company. The majority re- 
port says: The opinion of the County Attor- 
ney being in effect that a personal interest of any 
Commissioner in any contract to which the coun- 
ty is a party renders such contract null and void, 
we recommend that the bill be placed on ftile.”’ 
The minority report concluded: “In conformity 
with the opinion of the County Attorney that ap- 
propriating county funds in aid of the construc- 
tion of these roads is absolutely null and void if 
it shall appear that any County Commissioner 
has an interest in the subject matter, your com- 
mittee would recommend that the bill of the 
Highway Commissioners of the Town. of Lyons 
be disallowed.” 

The bill of Judge E. H. Gary of Du Page County 
for $500 for services in the County and Probate 
Courts Was referred, it being held that it was in- 
curred without the authority of the board.

A rumor was afloat around the City-Hall yes- 
terday that the firm in Cleveland which had con- 
tracted to erect the new Clark street bridge 
would be unable to proceed owing to financial 
embarrassments. Although several dispatches 
were sent to the city’s agents there no reply was 
received. A failure to complete the work would 
not only be serious to general traffic, 
but fatal to several business houses in 
that neighborhood. The bridge company's 
contract, bowever, is with the United 
States Construction Company and not this city, 
hence there is a question if the construction com- 
pany would not be responsible for any delays. 
Already the contracting firm—the Variety Iron 
Works of Clevelana—is ten days behind contract 
time, and no material has yet been shipped from 
Cleveland.

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Reinstatements in the Postal Service. 

The opening of the Humboldt Division of the 
city postal service will mean the reappointment 
of five old soldiers who were relieved from serv- 
ice under the last administration and whose re- 
instatement is made possible under the ruling 
made by the Civil Service Commissioners during 
their visit to this city.

A Number of Native and Foreign Born Cit- 
-{zens Propose an Organization Looking 
Toward Local Self-Government in the 
Four Divisions of the British Isles— 
Gladstone and Parnell Will Receive 
substantial Support from the Movement 
No Secrecy Nor Bace Distinctions. 


The initial steps will be taken this week in 
a movement which is expected to attain con- 
siderable importance in relauon to the best 
interests of Ireland. A number of citizens, 
mostly of British and Irish extraction, have 
for some time past been discussing the feasi- 
_ bility of establishing an organization in Chi- 
_ cago for the purpose of lending moral sup- 
port to Messrs. Gladstone and Parnell in 
. their efforts to obtain self-government for 
the Irish people. Many Scottisb-born Ameri- 
cans, who desire for their native land an 
equal measure of self-administration to that 
which they enjoy in Illinois, have signified 
their approval of the project. The result is 
that a public meeting is to be held this week 
at which an intercnange of views will be 
had and a constitution formulated. 
The organization is to be an open one, and 
“all persons in sympathy with its objects are 
Invited to participate. 
Capt. P. McGrath, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, was asked what he knew about the 
provosed new departure. He said: 
„A number of well known citizens who be- 
lieve that the best interests of Ireland lie in 
te direction in which Mr. Gladstone and Mr. 
Parnell are leading have talked over the pos- 
sibility of forming an association here to 
back them up in their work. There are 
plenty of Irishmen and Scotchmen of con- 
servative views in this city who repudiate all 
attempts ata disintegration of the British 
Empire, and who at the same time believe 
that an adequate measure of local self-gov- 
ernment can be obtained for Ireland. and for 
Engiend and Scotland and Wales as well, by 
following on the lines laid down by Mr. Glad- 
stone. The matter has been discussed in 
many quarters, and you would be surprised 
at the amount of support which the move- 
ment bas received. In order to bring the 
question before the people a meeting will be 
held this week, when the objects of the pro- 
~ posed association will be fully stated. Then 
Ii there is a sufficient representation present 
a committee will be appointed to prepare a 
constitution and by-laws, and the organiza- 
tion can get to work. 
: MONEY: FOR EXPENSES ONLY. 
; “The initiation fee will be small and the 
dues light—only just enough to pay the rent 
of a meeting place, postage, etc.“ 
Als sufficient interest felt in Irish affairs 
— 3 men to join such an organiza- 
nu? 
“You'd think there was if you talked with 
the English-speaking foreign-born citizens. 
The best class of them do not believe in dyna- 
mite and violence, and know perfectly well 
that it is as ridiculous to talk of independ- 
ence for Ireland as it would be to propose 
that Rhode Isiand or Texas should start in 
poiitical business on their own account. But 
Without any nonsense of that kind there is 
room for great improvement in the local 
government; of the four great divisionshof 
the British Isles. The great parliamentary 
leaders there are working in the right direc- 
tion, and a message of sympathy and help 
from this side would be of great assistance 
to them.” 
„How is it proposed to work?” 
By means of regular meetings of the or 
— at which the facts will be set 
orth by speakers familiar with them, and 
by the general dissemination of information 
on the subject. All American citizens, na- 
tive and foreign born, will be asked to codp- 
erate, and many have already signitied their 
todoso. The Scotch are partic- 
ularly favorable, and so are many Irishmen 
of good standing. The movement will not 
an anybody, and will know nothing 
of either politics or religion.

There 
does not seem to be an earnest desire on the 
part of all the roads to bring about a unification 
oftbe different classifications, and unless the 
Inter State Commerce Commission compels ac- 
tion it is not likely that it will ever be done. 

Ata meeting of the freight committee of 
the Central Traffic Association held in this city 
last week it was agreed that bills of lading issued 
by companies in this association or by 1 ts 
roads cannot be protected in cases where the 
billing differs therefrom unless the delivering 
agent knows beyond doubt that the bill of lading 
rate is the legal rate. The committee deter- 
mined that although bills of lading may contract 
for rates less than the schedules, shippers can- 
not enforce such contracts against the carriers, 
and have no legal right to receive freight from 
railroads excebt on payment of the legal rate 
named in tariffs on file with the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, and that consignees cannot 
enforce deliveries of goods at contract rates 
which are less than the legal rates without be- 
coming subject to the penalties of the law. 


LEGITIME Is GROWING UNPOPULAR, 


An Insurrection Momentarily Expected, 
and Foreigners Are Leaving Hayti. 

New York, June 24.—([Special.]—The 
British steamer Delta from Port de Paix, 
June 16, arrived at the bar at 9 o’clock last 
evening, and came up to her dock at 6 0’clock 
this morning. She brings advices from 
Hayti, which indicate that the Northern Gen- 
eral, Hippolyte, accompanied by his staff, is 
flitting about the country trying to awaken 
the martial spirit of the people. 

Capt. Shaw of the Delta states that at the 
last accounts Gen. Hippolyte with his staff 
arrived at Cape Hayti and was about to re- 
join his army, which is still maneuvering in 
the neighborhood of Port au Prince. The 
Captain of the Delta also says that private 
letters from Port au Prince received at Cape 
Hayti state that the Capital of Legitime was 
in an excited condition. Wealthy natives 
and foreigners are leaving the city in large 
numbers owing tofears of an insurrection, 
which is momentarily expected. Influential 
residents of Port au Prince are endeavoring 
to induce Legitime to leave the city or capitu- 
late. He stubborniy refuses to do either, 
and in consequence is growing more unpopu- 
lar with the masses every day. It is almost 
a foregone conclusion that his reign wilisoon 
be over, and a tew do not hesitate to say that 
it tess have, like all its predecessors, a tragic 
end. 


T0 FIGHT THE LIQUOR TRAFFICKERS. 


Wisconsin Prohibitionists Figuring to Con- 

trol the Balance-of Power in the State. 
. Maprson, Wis., June 24.—[Svecial.]—A se- 
lect coterie of prominent temperance advo- 
cates are secretly at work perfecting plans 
for anew organization to combat the liquor 
traffic. The prime mover in the matter is T. 
C. Richmond, formerly one of the most prom- 
inent third party workers in the Northwest 
and for several years Chairman of the Wis- 
consin Prohibitaon Central Committee. The 
other projectors of the scheme are prominent 
Republicans and Democrats. They refuse as 
yet to state what the general pian of the or- 
ganization is to be, but as far as can be 
learned the object is to form a league in the 
State that will be able to hoid the balance of 
power, and pledge their strength to the party 
that will nominate temperance men or favor 
prohibitory legislation. It is also believed 
the projectors have in view a National move- 
ment among temperance people of all parts, 
as wellasa general organization to secure 
prohibition in municipalities.

BIG BOOM IN PETROLEUM. 


A GREAT FLUREY ON THE PITTSBURG 
AND NEW YORK EXCHANGES. 


Opening Firm at 83 5-8, the Greasy Fiuid 
Rapidly Advances to 1011-2, Reacting 
to 90—The Advance Due to a Decision 
Allowing Dealing in Futures—Progress 
in Forming a Rubber Trust—Activity in 
Sugar Certificates'in the Boston Market. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 24.—[(Special.]—The 
Pittsburg Petroleum Exchange today adopted 
the plan of trading in futures by a vote of 47 to 
12. Whenthis became known on the floor it 
caused a scene that has no parallei since 1876. 
The market had been dragging along around 
835 ana 84 cents, but the announcement of the 
vote acted like aspur and fanned it into a blaze 
of excitement which almost took the breath 
away. The whirl was of short duration, but it 
was intense while it lasted. A fluctuation of 18 
cents in about fifteen minutes was something the 
boys“ were not prepared for, aud when it came 
it made their heads swim. 

The market opened listlessly at 83% cents, where 
it dallied, with nothing special doing until the 
announcement of the vote about 11:30. Then it 
commenced leisurely to advance, reaching 88 
cents. The shorts then, scenting danger in the air, 
made a rush to cover, which sent the price up to 
90 cents. The scene at this moment was most ex- 
citing, but the climax was to come. The mar- 
ket showed staying qualities which surprised 
those who expected an immediate break. This 
added fuelto the excitement, and quicker than 
it takes to tell it the market leaped almost ata 
bound to $1.01. 

Confusion. became worse confounded and the 
volume of sound increased to aroar. Every: 
body was gesticulating, shouting, and frantic. 
It was a sort of lte and death struggle between 
the opposing elements represented on the floor. 
This was the culminating point*of the drama, 
which severely taxed the mental and physical 
resources of every one engaged in it. Soon alter 


reaching this point the market began to weaken, - 


going off a fraction at a time until it reached 89 

cents, where it halted a moment to get its breath. 

It firmed up a little in the last few minutes and 

closed favorable and unsettled at 90 cents, with 

everybody at sea as to what to expect tomorrow. 
WHAT NEXT? 

Upon this pomt one of the oidest brokers on 
the floor said: I look for the market to fluctu- 
ate between 85 cents and $1 until July 1 or there- 
abouts. It will be influenced by new conditions 
at that time, the effect of which I will not venture 
to guess. One thing is certain, trading in futures, 
which is now settled, on the limited supply of 
certificates must put and keep oil above the 
level of recent months. Under the new plan 
the demand will always be greater than the 
supply.“ 

Trading was on a large scale, but the excite- 
ment was so great that it was impossible to get 
at the amount. Business at the other exchanges 
was unattended by anything of a specially un- 
usual nature. During the day quotations at Oil 
City were several times 5 or 6 cents below those 
here. It was abad time for the shorts, but 
whether or not any of tnem were badly squeezed 
will not be known until the clearance sheets are 
handed in tomorrow. As there were no rumors of 
‘flay downs” the presumption is that all came 
out of the battle with whole skins. 

The cause of the flurry, stated in a few words, 
was the adoption of the plan for trading in fut- 
ures on a working stock of about 11,000,000 bar- 
rels—an amount below the requirements of the 
present system and far short of what will be nec- 
essary under the new deal. The natural effect of 
this inevitable shortage was to boom prices. It 
is expected that the new pian will go into effect 
about July 1. . 


WHOOPING IT UP IN NEW YORK, 


Petroleum and Trusts Furnish the Day's 
Fireworks on the Stock Exchange. 

NEw YORK, June 24.—[Special.]—There was an 
unprecedented, dazzling, wild speculation in 
“trusts"’ and petroleum today. Railway shares 
were neglected and flat. 

Perhaps the most dazzling display of specu- 
lative fireworks was furnished in petroleum— 
pipe line certificates. Shortly after noon there 
was only a casual broker or two on the spot, 
and petroleum was about 8& cents. In 
five minutes it had sold at % cents, 
and a howling mob of brokers had rushed 
in and were trading in it wildly. It had moved up 
1 cent and even 2½ cents between sales, and it 
went down with just as spasmodic movements, 
selling in the course of the afternoon at 88 cents, 
and closing at 89% cents, a net rise of 6 cents for 
the day. rokers say it sold as high as $i—al- 
though 95 cents was the highest on the tape— 
and that in the excitement there were lots of 
transactions not reported. However, those 
recorded on the tape amount to 546,000 barrels as 
against 7,000 last Friday, and the Consolidatea 
— reports 4,910,000 as against 58.000 Fri- 


ay. 

The movement was so rapid that a difference 
of several points at one time existed between 
the price on the two exchanges and between this 
city and Philadelphia. Later it was learned that 
101 had been touched in Pittsburg. It was un- 
derstood that the spurt orignated in an rer 
of Oi: City shorts to cover in Pittsburg and Phil- 
adelphia. 

otal transactions in railway stocks, 161,583 
shares; transactions in National White Lead 
Trusts, 147,015 shares; and in Cotton Ol Trust 
and Sugar Trust, over 2.000 shares each.

It went round the room like wildfire that 
shorts were covering in Sugar,“ and traders 
deserted the railway posts to take part in the 
“hurrah.” However, 126 proved to be the high- 
est price of the day. The rise to that figure oc- 
curred on transactions aggregating 3,300 shares, 
while the subsequent trading embraced 17,500 
shares on afeverish market, selling as low as 
121% and closing at 122%, a net gain of 4% on the 
day’s business, 

Shortly before noon lead,“ which had been 
active from the opening, shot up 2 per cent in fif- 
teen minutes, coincident with the circulation of 
a report that the Atlantic Works had been taken 
into the trust.“ The trading in lead from that 
time forward nearly crowded everything else off 
the tape.

SUGAR TRUST SPECULATION, 


The Certificates an Active Feature in the 
Boston Market—A Statement. 

BOSTON, Mass., June 24.—(|Special.]—Sugar 
Trust certificates are the most active feature in 
the Boston stock market now. The investment 
buying which carried the quotations from 75 to 
110 here has practically ceased. The certificates 
bought now are largely upon margin basis, and 
in some instances this is as low as 5 percent. A 
prominent refiner here from Philadelphia says 
that the trust is refining some 40,000 barrels of 
sugar per day at a net profit of more than $2 per 
barrel, or $100,000 profit per day. This, however, 
is the busiest season of the year, and refineries 
cannot be run at anything like this output 
throughout the year. 

An officer of the Suguar Trust makes the fol- 
lowing statement: The amount of capital out- 
standing is just about $50,000,000. There are in tne 
trust sixteen companies. There are.out of the 
trust four companies, two of which are in Phila- 
delphia, one in Boston, and one in California. 
Since the organization of the trust in October, 
1877, it has paid cash dividenas, including the 
dividend due next month, of 15 per cent in cash 
and 8 per cent in scrip paid last April. This scrip

HEAVY EXPORTATIONS OF GOLD, 


Director of the Mint Kimball Says Uncle 
Sam Is Being Fleeced, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—Director of the 
Mint Kimball was questioned today with regard 
to the recent heavy exportations of gold from 
New York, and he said that they were caused by 
demands from France, a premium having been 
offered by the Bank of France. 

„About the ist of June,” said the director, 
“the Bank of England raised, by half a penny 


‘an ounce, the price at which it would sell French 


gold coins, and recourse bas been had to the 
United States where, under the law 
of May 26, 1882, gold coins can be en- 
changed at the coinage mints and the 
assay office at New York, in sums of $5,000 and 
upwards, free of charge, and without loss on ac- 
count of wear of the coin, Which is suffered 
where coin in place of bars is dealt with.“ 

The director thinks this law should be re- 
peaied, or else amended so as to allow of a bar 
charge, and says: At present the stock of bars 
at the assay office in New York is the most avail- 
able supply in the world for the worid's benefit 
rather than that of the United States. As an 
ordinary exchange operation rates of exchange 
have been against exportation of gold to France 
both from London and New Vork.“ 


Trading in the Wheat Pit. 

The wheat market opened at 7786 cents, one- 
quarter of a cent under Saturday's closing figure 
tor July delivery, sold one-eighth of a cent lower 
in the course of fifteen minutes, then gradually 
advanced to 78 cents.

HE WOULD SHOW NO QUARTER. 


Stonewall Jackson Wanted the Black Flag 
Hoisted and No Prisoners Taken. 

R. L. Dabney, Professor of Philosophy in 
the University of Texas, has written a re- 
markable letter to the Baltimore Sun giving 
Stonewall Jackson’s views on the conduct of 
the Civil War. Prof. Dabney was Gen. 
Jackson’s chief of staff, and writes as 
one who knew his ground. He is the author 
of alifeof Gen. Jackson. Extracts from 
the letter follow: 

Durin the valley campaign and that 
around Richmond, in 180, I Was Gen. Jack- 
son’s chief of staff. His prudent reserve 
was noted; it was such that he never dis- 
closed anything of his own military designs 
except the necessary orders to his chief of 
staff, or evento his Major Genera! next in 
command, and he was chary of expressing 
to them his thoughts on the general conduct 
of the war. 

On the 18th of May, 1862, between the bat- 
tles of McDowell and Winchester, I was 
riding alone with the General along the 
Valley of Mossy Creek, in Augusta County, 
to visit the bivouac of the famous Twelfth 
Georgia Regiment in our front. He was, 
what was rare with him, in the mood to 
converse with me. Our thoughts tray- 
eléa naturally upon the prospect of our strug- 


le. 

The conversation turned upon some recent 
threat of bloody retaliation which Mr. Davis 
had been compelled to make by some one of 
the numerous outrages. The General said, 
in words to this effect, that such an emer- 
gency would not now appear had the war 
been begun on that pian which commended 
itself to his judgment. Iexclaimed with much 
interest that arumor had flitted through his 
army that he would have begun the war 
under the black flag,. and that | was curious 
to know from bim whether it had any foun- 
dation or what. Hereplied, squarely: Yes, he 
believed we should not have begun 
to take any prisoners in this war, 
ana that he should have adopted this plan 
distinctly, in the interest of humanity. 
Because he felt sure the war would 
have been thus ended with far less effusion 
of blood. He added that this could not be, 
like other diplomatic wars, a struggle fora 
boundary or a province, but for our people, a 
struggle for life and death, and it would have 
been best for the people to have its true char- 
acter unmasked to them from the first. This 
war, before its end, will certainly disclose 
its piratical character. Thus Mr. — is 
reported as now declaring that it is not a 
war of abolition. But, whether he knows 
it or not, it is surely destined to become 
such. Then they will proceed to arm our 
own slaves against us. Then, said he, when 
these outrages are perpetrated of course it 
will be absurd and impossible for us to treat 
that war as civilized war! Todo so will be 
perdition to our cause. It will be the practi- 
cal admission of claims damnable to our pre- 
tensions of right and ruinous to the morale 
and self-respect of our people. Thus, before 
this war is ended, Mr. Davis is going to find 
himself in this dilemma: The enemy will 
adopt means such that he will be obliged to 
meet them with extensive bloody retalia- 
tions or be ruined. But then these ene- 
mies will have in their hands, it may be, 
thousands of our friends, so that it will be 
attended with the fearful consequence of 
thereby consigning our soldiers to massacre. 
Now, he added, foreseeing these things, 1 
would have advised taking no prisoners, and 
teaching our volunteers atthe outset that 
when they went into action it must be victory 
or death literally for them, as it is going to 
be for their country. Since the Administra- 
tion had adopted other ideas he obeyed. He 
had all along been as caretul and scrupulous 
to preserve the lives and health of his pris- 
oners as Mr. Davis himself could have been. 
Such were unquestionably Gen. Jackson’s 
thoughts at that time. How prophetic they 
were any well-informed Man must judge for 


himself. ae

A Judgment of 1887 Secking Responsible 
Defendants — The Hobbs Domestic 
Troubles in Court—William Brothers on 
His Wife’s Family History—The Juror 
Bribery Case Not Yet Disposed Of— 
Other Matters to Be Settled in the 
Courts. 


Helen S. Newberry and James McMillan of 
Detroit ask the Federal Court to compel the 
Lake Erie & Western Railway Company to pay 
& judgment for $20,000 and costs recovered by 
John S. Newberry and McMillan in 1887. In 
May, 1887, $5,052 was paid on the judgment but 
the remainder is. unsatisfied. The stock of the 
Company was $7,000,000, but it is impossible to 
ascertain who the stockholders are. Columbus 
R. Cummings is President and L. M. Swan 
Secretary and Treasurer of the company. The 
complainants ask the court to compel them to 
disclose who the} stockholders are and the 
amounts of their stock, that they may be made 
liable pro rata for the satisfaction of the judg- 
ment, The stockholders who are known and 
made defendants are Nelson Robinson, Frank C. 
Hollins, Walston H. Brown, George I. Seeney, 
Joha T. Martin, Edward H. R. Lyman, C. M. 
White, Arthur J. Moulton, John H. Cheney, W. 
B. Howard, Calvin S. Brice, and D. P. Eels. 

Judge Jamieson, at request of Mrs. Ida M. 
Hobbs, issued a writ enjoining her husband, Rob- 
ert F. Hobbs, from disposing of any of his prop- 
erty. The defendant is Western manager of the 
wall paper firm of Robert S. Hobbs & Co. of 
Brooklyn, N. V. His office is at 315 and 317 Wa- 
bash avenue and with his wife he lived at 4407 
Lake avenue, Mrs. Hobbs says her husband, 
since their marriage, Dec. 8 1887, has treat- 
ed her with the utmost cruelty. and finally, June 
16 last, abandoned her. Mr. Hobbs, she says, 
owns the house on Lake avenue, in which she 
resides, but has posted a notice that it is for sale. 
She asked the court to restrain him from doing 
this and a temporary injunction was issued. She 
says that Robert has a regular salary of $200 a 
month besides commission on sales and asks 
that he be forced to afford her proper support. 

The separate maintenance case of Laura B. 
Brothers against William E. Brothers, a travel- 
ing salesman, is likely to be settled. Mrs. Broth- 
ers filed her suit for separate maintenance a 
couple of weeks ago, charging Brothers with 
cruelty. In his answer Brothers retaliated b 
relating the family history of his wife's near ae 
atives, down to his sister-in-law’s saddle horse 
that does tricks and eats sugar.“ The horse 
has nothing particularly to do with the Brothers 
separate muintenance case, but it is given a 
place in the answer for effect. The lawyers re- 
ported to Judge Horton yesterday that they be- 
lieved the couple were likely to reconcile their 
differences if given half a chance. So the Judge 
entered an order, which is a legal cu- 
riosity. It permits Brotners to sleep in his own 
house and says that Dora, the maid-servant, 
must be respectful to both. Neither party is to 
do anything to annoy the other. The husband 
is to pay the bills, but is not to go into his wife's 
room. By these means it is hoped that a recon- 
ciliation will be effected. 

Wiliam Nelson made his answer in Judge 
Baker's court to the charges of attempted 
bribery preferred 1 — him by Juror Emil 
Cieff. Nelson says rode down in the elevator 
with Cleff and W. J. Erhart. claim agent of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Road. Erhart 
paid Nelson $5 for witness fees, and Cleff saw the 
transaction. Nelson went to Kuh, Nathan & 
Fischer's store on Jackson street to buy a pair 
of pants and passed the store of Hornthal & 
Curtis, where Cleff was employed. Nelson says 
Cleff ran out and asked to be informed how some 
money could be made and who the man withthe 
roli of bills was. Nelson said it was Erhart, and 
Cleff asked where he could be found. Nelson re- 
plied that he could be seen at the depot in the 
morning. Cleff said this was too public a place, 
and requested Nelson to have Erhart at the cor- 
ner of Division and Larrabee streets at 9 o'clock 
the following evening. The case went over until 
this morning, the attorneys having some inter- 
rogatories to propound to Nelson. No rule has 
been made on Cleff to answer questions. but the 
attorneys will ask for one as soon as Nelson's 
case is disposed of. The attorneys say some one 
is going to the penitentiary. 

udge Horton was unable to settle the dispute 
between Smith Colby and A. E. W. Peterson, 
and referred the case to a master. Colby fileda 
bill against Peterson for an accounting, claiming 
that he and Peterson were partnersin the firm 
of Peterson & Colby. Peterson was employed to 
settle the claims of the heirs of the late C. J. 
Hull. the West Side millionaire, and he received 
$12,500. Colby claimed that Peterson refused to 
divide the profits, and he brought the matter into 
court. Peterson's lawyer claimed yesterday that 
Colby. not being an attorney at law, his contract 
with Peterson was illegal. 

The Judges of the Circuit Court have made a 
rule in respect to divorce cases that is designed 
to prevent fraud, They announced yesterday 
that where notice of a suit for divorce was left 
with the members of the defendant's family 
they reserve the right to require further service. 
A defendant is not always at home when the 
Sheriff calls to leave notice of a suit. In such 
case itis given toa member of the defendant's 
family. and whether that member delivers it or 
not depends on his feelings towards the defend- 
ant. If they are inimical the notice never reaches 
the person for whom it is intended. Sometimes 
a notice is left with the complainant and then it 
is sure not to get to the defendant. , 

Michael J. Roughan, a creditor of William 
Winne. a saloonkeeper at No. 167 Wabash avenue, 
for $350 secured an injunction restraining Max 
Oberfelder from selling the stock of liquors and 
cigars contained in Winne’s place. On a bill of 
sale to Oberfelder, who 1s a member of the firm 
of Dallemand & Co., he took possession of the 
saloon and is selling the stock. Oberfelder did 
not regard the injunction and Roughan will ask 
to have him punished for contempt. 

Judge Baker issued his final order in the Gas 
Trust case, deciding that the several companies 
had a right to assign their property and fran- 
chises to the trust, = that the latter had a right 
to purchase it. Attorney General Hunt took an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 

In the United States Circuit Court R. G. Dun &. 
Co. asked fora writ oi injunction against Mar- 
shall D. Talcott and the National Furniture As- 
sociation to restrain them from issuing the 
„ Blue Book of the Furniture Trade.’ Dun & 
Co. claim thatis an infringement of their copy- 
righted mercantile reports.

STEAMER LINES AT WAR. 


CARRYING FREIGHT ACROSS THE 
LAKE AT NOMINAL FIGURES. 


St. Joseph and Benton Harbor Excited 
Over the Struggie—A Ray of Hope for 
Vesselmen Seen in the New Wheat Crop 
—Talk of Lower Ore Freights—The Side 
of the Steamer Sheffield in Her Col- 
lision with the North Star—Condition of 
the Monterey. 


St. Joseph and Benton Harbor, the twin-Michi- 
gan cities at the mouth of St. Joseph River, are 
wildly excited these days. Father has been di- 
vided from son and brother from brother. The 
erstwhile quiet towns are rent with bitter fac- 
tional feuds, and there is trouble generally. If 
city officers were to be chosen just now the is- 
sues would be “Graham & Morton“ and City 
All past political differences are 
forgotten in the stirring times of the present. 

When the stmrs Puritan and Lora ot the Gra- 
ham & Morton Line come into port the adher- 
ents of that faction go about saying What fine 
boats!“ “So commodious!” or “People are 
treated right on them.“ The City of Detroit 
faction make it disagreeable by remarks abots 
tubs and other nautical similes. ¥ 

Hours before the City of Detroit is due her 
vassals scan the horizon eagerly, chanting the 
praises of their “ palatial steamer.” ou bet 
she ain't got no hogback in her,” She is better 
than she looks,” and so on run up and down the 
Streets as she passes up the river. Her weak 
points do not escape scathing criticism. 

In the meanwhile the mugwumps of the two 
towns have been figuring on the time when they 
could ship their small fruit to Chicago for noth- 
ing and ride along in a fine stateroom to look 


after it. They did not care which line won, so 


they came outon top. The mugwumps have not 
waited vainly. The Detroit & Cleveland Steam 
Navigation Company, operating the City of De-. 
troit, found it was getting the worst of it on 
freight, and has cut the rate on berries from 5 
leenta crate and from 8 to 2 cents’a hundred 
pounds on general merchandise, It is believed 
passenger rates will do next. 

No such consternation has existed at st. Jo- 
seph and Benton Harbor since the battle of Bull 
Run as prevailed among the Graham & Morton 
cohorts yesterday. “They’ave gone und done 
it. was heard everywhere in the two towns. 
The next movement in force of the contending 
armies is awaited with interest. 


The Sheffield's Side of the Collision. 

The C. J. Sheffield’s side in the North Star. 
Sheffield collision case is furnished by the pro- 
test of Capt. Christopher C. Allen, noted at Sault 
Ste. Marie immediately after the sinking of his 
boat. A copy of the protest was received here 
youverday by C. E. Kremer, the North Star's at- 

orney. 

Capt. Allen says he left Sault Ste. Marie at 
7:30 o'clock the morning of the collision. and that 
the collision occurred at 4:57 p. m. Cleveland 
time. This shows he ran 100 miles in nine and 
one-half hours, and will be an important point 
in the suit as proving the Sheffield was not under 
check in running through the fog. He then states 
he heard the fog whistle of the North Star op 
his starboard bow. He gave two blasts of b 
whistle to pass to starboard. He received in 
answer from the North. Star a single blast. He 
then biew two blasts three or four times, but re- 
ceived no other answer than 9 > blasts.
